Jone mutt have been mott unfortunate 
travellers if they had no concern with 
either of thefe enlevements; and to com- 
plete their bad luck, the circumftances 
attending each of thefe kidnappings of 
children, were fuch as correfvonded molt 
furprifingly to the fituation and wifhes of 
Sit John Stewart and Lady Jane Douglas 
In thort, to {uppofe that thefe, and all 
the other fufpicious circumttances with 
which the hero and heroine of our piece 
are conftantly affailed, fhould have bap- 
Pened confittently with their innocence, 
8 to fuppofe the intervention of a mi- 
tacle, nay of a continued feries of mi- 
racles, 

All this while fufpicions were thrown 
out in Britain, that the whole {tory of 
Lady Jane’s delivery was a falfehood, and 
that both the boys were fuppofititious. 
Thefe fufpicions were immediate, as {oon 
as the birth was declared: and Sir John 
and Lady Jane were acquainted of them 
from the beginning ¢.

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and atteftations of the birth as would at 
once have ftopped the mouth of calume 
ny? This could have been Jone with 
the greatefl} eafe. Pier le Mar, Madame 
le Brun, and her daughter, were all a- 
live at this time if ever they had a being. 
This furely was a duty which would have 
occurred to the mind of every rational 
creature, after they were informed of the 
rumours which were fpreading every 
where to their prejudice.—It was a duty 
they owed to their children, totheir relae 
tions, to the Duke of Douglas in particue 
lar, and above all to themielves.—It is 
impotlible to account for or excule this 
omiilion upon the {uppofition that there 
was a real delivery; but if there was 
none, the omiflion accounts for itfelf. 

Vhea thev arrived in Britain, they 
found the fulpicions of the childrens be- 
ing tuppofititious, ttrong and univerfal; 
yet they affeét to deipite them, and will 
take no ttep to remove them. 

This is not reconcileable to human 
nature: no Man or woman on earth ever 
quietly fat down under fuch calumny, if 
it was in their power in a moment to 
quafh it, und to put their charaéters in 
a fair point of view to the fatisfa&ion of 
mankind. But if it had been potlible for 
them to neplect this on their own account, 
yet a father and mother could never fuf- 
fer that their innocent childen, the heirs 
of fuch great expectations, fhould be 
branded as a fpurious oilSpring, if it was 
in their power to evince the contrary.

Notwithilanding, it is certain that Sir 
Jonn and Lady Jane, when puthed by 
their friends to give authentic and fatis- 
faftory evidence of the birth of their chil- 
dren, for a long time evaded the fubieét, 
and refted the whole upon general atler- 
tions.

nature for pregnancy; if {he mav be cone 
firmed in her wiltake by the phvfician, 
furgeon, or midwite, who attends her; 
H both fhe and they folicitoufly wifh not 
to deceive, or be deceived ; and to avoid 
this, if fhe admits them to every me- 
thod of invettigation ; if all this may 
happen, and in many cafes Aas happened, 
from the equivocal nature of the fympe 
toms of pregnancy ; how abfurd is it to 
aflert, that the opinions of a few people 
who have had tranfieit views of Lady 
Jane, and whom fhe intended to imprefs 
with the notion of her being with child, 
making ule too of a particular drets, well 
calculated for {upporting equivocal ap- 
pearances, thould form a proof that fhe 
actually was with child? 

Every humane heart muft compafiionate 
the dilagreeable fituation the defendant 
is in. The feverity of a difappointment, 
which dalhes him from all his expefta- 
tions, joined to his perfonal good quali- 
ties, have interefted more people upon 
his fide, than the arguments which have 
been brought to fupport his pretenfions. 

Though convinced of his merit, I own 
I cannot carry my partici:tv the length 
of fome, who are not afhamed to fay, 
they wilh he may continue to poflels the 
eftate, ut the fame time they are con- 
winced he is not the fon of Lacy Jane 
Douglas. This indeed is being exceed- 
ingly liberal at very little expence. I 
would be glad, however, to fee fome of 
thote generous equitable perfous yield up 
but one half of their own fortunes, or 
anv of their rights of blood, to the firtt 
cettitute young man who can be found of 
equal merit with the defendant.

I own I could never fee any juft caule 
of fufpicion againft witnetics, becaule 
they had been called and examined in a 
regular a@tion before a court, under whol 
jucildi@ion they live, and which they 
could not difobey, without being {ubjec 
to punifhment. 

The inhabitants of G. Britain are not 
fo illiberal as to {uppofe that juttice is 
confined to this ifland alone, or to ima- 
pine that the laws and eftablilhments of 
France, by which fo many millions o 
people have been governed for ages, art 
peculiarly adapted for perverting inites 
of promoting juftice. 

Bot clarour has gone fuch lengths 
this caufe, as, for the fake of the defend 
ant, to arraign the whole eftablithments 
of juftice in France, one of the beit-go- 
verned kingdoms in the world. The pat 
liament of Paris refpedts the tribunals 19 
Britain, and is refpected by them. It is 
too well known over Europe to be burt 
by fuch partial and illiberal femtiments 
The reproach arifing from them mutt re- 
coil on their authors. 

It has been pretended, that the Tour 
nelle a@ion being commenced 1n ee 
was what prevented Sir John ~~ 
from going over to that country alone 
with the counfel who were firit 
the part of the defendant. There a

He 
might have remembered places when he 
faw them again, which betore had efca- 
ped his memory; and, when upon the 
foot, could have pointed out fone per- 
jon, or recollected fome circumitance, 
which would have evinced his veracity, 
and eftablifhed his innocence, to the fa- 
tsfition of his friends, and the confufion 
of his enemies.

Otwithitanding the numercus and va- 
rious inquiries which have of late 
Years been made in natural hiltory; yet 
‘uch is the boundlefs extent, and diverfity 
(Of objets therein, that it is no wonder 
that there are daily a great number of 
very curious appearances, and which will 
Continue tothe end of the world, to ttrike 
pour View, and enpape our attention 5 
iWhich at prefent neverthclefs have been 
Palled by bitherto unnoticed. One of 
Mole, which I thall now deferibe, is an 
Unica, which from its particular proper- 
Tes may well be diftinguifhed from other 
tes, by the name of the mole-bee.

? (tle creature differs nothing from that 
f the honey-making bee; but the body 
4 loner and more: flender.—The ex- 
Ges of the fore-legs are much like 
Ne grylia taloas, or mele crickets, which 


enables it to work in the manner it does; 
ite chief employment when it makes its 
appearance, being to dig into the earth, 
and there form fubterraneous patluges; 
and the manner as well as the quicknets 
with which it does this I have my(elf 
often obferved with plesfure. It liplits, 
where it chufes upon the turf *; and 
beginning to work with its ‘ore feet, 
throws up a little hillock, of the biguefs 
of anutmep, lke a mole holl, andina 
moment almoft thofe infects are bid 
from your fight. It is moreover remark- 
able allio, that each of thele bees works 
himfelfinito one bole, and comes out at 
another about half an inch dittunt. The 
time of their appearing is in the firtt 
warm weather in Mey, and thev always 
vanith upon the coming on of the cold 
weather m autumn. Indeed in the very 
midit of if it happens to be cold 
or rainy, they conftantly confine theme- 
felves to their underground mantions. 
They are very numerous, multiply very 
fa(t, and have no ttings. I could never 
dilcover what it was they lived upon, as I 
never fo much as once faw them pitch 
upon any kind of plant, or flower, — 
What becomes of themin the winter, 
Tknow not; but it feems probable, that 
they then fhelter themfelve. in the ca- 
Vities, or among the roots of tome trees 
adjoining to the places «here they are 
feen in the fummer.— When they are 
not at work in dpaging, they amule 
themlelves with an aerial dance about a 
foot above the (urfuce of the earth. 


* The turf of the flopes and walks in Mr 
Hinton’s garden at Hayes (which indeed is 
the only place where I ever faw any of 
them) was fo far tpoiled by the great num- 
ber of holes they made, and the hillocks 
they threw up, that the garden was new 
turted : and a perfon would have imagined, 
that upon taking up the old turt, fome of 
their eggs or neits would have beca tound, 
but they were not.

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Gentlemen,  Bofton, Sept. 14. 1768. 
OU are already too well acquainted 
with the melancholy and very alarm- 
ing circumftances to which this province, 
as well as America in general, is now 
reduced. Taxes, equally detrimental to 
the commercial intere(fts of the parent- 
country and her colenies, are impofed 
upon the people, without their confent : 
taxes defigned for the fupport of the ci- 
vil government in the colonies, in a 
manner clearly uncon{titutional, and con- 
trary to that in which, till of late, go- 
vernment has been fupported, by the 
free gift of the people in the American 
aflemblies or parliaments; as alfo for the 
maintenance of a large ftanding army ; 
not for the defence of the newly-acqui- 
red territories, but for the old colonies, 
and in a time of peace. The decent, 
humble, and truly loyal applications and 
petitions from the reprefentatives of this 
proviace for the redrefs of thefe heavy 
and very threatening grievances, have

This diffolution you are fenfible has 
taken place. The Governor has public- 


ly and repeatedly declared, that he can- 
Not call another aflembly ; and the Se- 
Cretary of State for the American de- 
partment, in one of his letters commu- 
Dicated to the Jate Houle, has been 
Pleafed to fay, ** Proper care will be 
_ taken for the (upport cf the dignity of 
keverninent ;” the meaning of which is 
b00 plain to be mifunderitood. 
The concern and perplexity into which 
thefe things have thrown the people, 
ave been greatly aggravated, by a de- 
Claration of his Excellency Governor Ber- 
Dard, that one or more regiments may 


Son be expected in this province. 
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The defign of thefe troops is, in every 
one’s apprehention, nothing fhort of en- 
forcing by military power the execution 
of aéts of parliament, in the forming of 
which the colonies have not, and cannot 
have any conftitutional influence. This 
is one of the greateft diftreties to which 
a free people can be reduced. 

The town which we have the honour 
to ferve, have taken thefe things at 
their late meeting into their moit ferious 
confideration: And as there is in the 
ininds of many a prevailing apprehenfion 
of an approaching war with France, they 
have pafled the feveral votes, which we 
tranfmit to you, defiring that they may 
be immediately laid before the town 
whofe prudentials are in your care, ata 
legal meeting, for their candid and par- 
ticular attention. 

Deprived of the counfels of a general 
aflembly in this dark and difficult feafon, 
the loyal people of this province will, 
we are perfuaded, immediately perceive 
the propriety and utility of the propofed 
committee of convention + and the found 
and wholefome advice that may be ex- 
pected from a number of gentlemen cho- 
fen by themfelves, and in whom they 
may repofe the greateft confidence, mult 
tend to the real fervice of our gracious 
fovereign, and the welfare of his fubjeats 
in this province ; and may happily pre- 
vent any fudden and unconnected mea- 
fures, which im their prefent anxiety, 
and even agony of mind, they may be in 
danper of failing into. 

As it is of importance that the cone 
vention fhould meet as foon as miy be, 
fo early a day as the 224 of this inftant 
September has been propofed for that 
purpole ;—and itis hoped the remotett 
towns will by that time, or as foon after 
as conveniently may be, return their re 
fpective committees. 

Not doubting but that you are equally 
concerned with us and our fellow citi-

Board, in fuch parcels and at fuch times 
as he thought proper, yet as thev appre- 
lend the propriety of their own conduct 
in a great mesafure depends on the com- 
munication of the whole of it together, 
they again requeft his Excellency to ta- 
vour them with it. 

With regard to the occafion of the 
faid repiment being ordered to Bolton, 
his Excellency, on being afked, intormed 
the Board, that he .pprehended the Ha- 
lifax regiments were ordered hither in 
conlequence of the riots in March 
and the twoTith repiments in confequence 
of that of the roth of June lalt. On 
which the Board are obliged to obferve, 
tht they are fully pertuaded his Majetty’s 
minifters could never have judged it cither 
neceflary or expedient to go into fuch ex - 
traordinary meafures as thofe of fending 
troops hither, unlefs in the repreienta- 
tion made from hence by fome ili-imnded 
pevons, the faid riots had been greatly 
magnified and exapgerated. 

With refpe& to what happened on the 
18th of March, which was a dav of re 
joicing, and on fuch days diforders are 
not uncommon jn popujous places, it was 
too inconfiderable to make it a fubjedt of 
reprefentation, and could not have been 
made the fubje& of fo injurious an one, 
but by perfons difpofed to bring milery 
and diftiefs upon the town and province. 

In repard to the riot of the toth of 
June, of which the Board have rej eated- 
ly exprefled their abhorrence, and have 
adviled that the perpetrators of it fhould 
he profecuted by the attorney-general, 
the Board have in their anfwer to his Ex- 
cellency’s reprefentation taid before them 
the 27th of July taft, given a jutt ac- 
count of the occafion of that riot: and 
us they apprehend it necefjarv that the 
fluid account, together with all the pro- 
ceedings at that time, fhould be made 
public. they again defire his Excellency 
Will order the faid reprefentation and 
eniwer to be printed as foon as may be 
10 the public news papers.

Fournal of the tranfactions in Bojhon, 


© Sept. 28. Advice received, that the 
men of war and tranfports from Halifax, 
with about goo troops collected from 
feveral parts of Anerica, were ar- 
rived at Nantaiket harbour, having very 
narrowly elcaped thipwreck on the bick 
of Cope Cod, which ditafter would have 
left the extenfive lea-coalt of North A- 
merica almoft bare of (hips of war and 
troops, but in no worte itate thin are 
the inland fortreif2s and  (etthements 
from whence the parr.fous had been be- 
fore withdrawn. ‘Time mutt account 
for {uch extraordinary fleps im our wi- 
niltry. 

29. The fiset was brought to anchor 
near Cattle William. ‘That evening 
there was throwing of fky-rockets, &ce. 
and thole pafling in bouts oblerved great 
rejorcings, and that the Yauty Daudle tong 
was the capital piece in their band of 
mufic. Tits day his Majetty’s council 
received a billet from Governor Bernard, 
requiring their attendance et Cattle 
William, and informing tiem that the 
officers of his Majetty’s Aeet and army 
would be prefent. They attended ac- 
cordingly; and notwithitanding all in- 
tinidations, adhered ftrittly to their 
votes publifhed in the papers (596. ]. 
The Governors arts were inetiectual to 
induce them to pive the lealt countenance 
to any troops being brought into Botton, 
as the barracks at Cattle William were 
lufficient to receive the whole of thofe 
arrived from Halifax. The treatment 
they received from bis Excellency during 
their ttay at the caftle, was very un- 
courtly, and even rude. 

30. Farly this morning a number of 
boats were obferved round the town 
inaking foundings, Gc. At three o’clock 
in the afternoon the Lauuncefton of go 
Runs, the Mermaid of 28, Glafpow 20, 
the Beaver 14, Senegal 14, Bonetta 10, 
and feveral arined {chooners, which to- 
gether with the Romney of 60 guns, and 
the other thips of war before in the har- 
hour, all commanded by Capt. Sinith, 
came up to town, bringing with them 
the 14th regiment, Col. Dalrymple, and 
29th regiment, Col. Carr, none having 
been difimburked at Caftle Mand: fo that 
we now behold Bolton furrounded, at a 
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time of profound peace, with about four- 
teen thips of war, with fprings on their 
cables, and their broadfides to the town. 
If the people of England could but look 
into the town, they would finile to fee 
the utinott good order, and obiervance 
of the laws, and that this migity arma- 
ment bas no other rebetlou to tuddue, 
than wh ot has exifted in the oe 
letters of the mveterate G—r B—d, and 
the detetted Connitf——-s of the board of 
Cutt—3. What advantages the court of 
Vertailles may take of the prefent policy 
of the Brtlh onatitry, can be better 
determined hereafter. 

Oct. 1. This morning ranours that 
reprefentations bad gone from hence to 
General Gie at New York, from our 
pool frrend, that we are a 
of rebellion: an expre!s it is faid has 
arrived in coufequence, with advice that 
more troops may be expected from New 
York. Sherif Greenleal and his deputy 
prefling carts, exc. for the ufe of the 
troops; this, and other motions, in- 
dicate that they meditate a binding this 
day to tmeamp in the common, io hopes 
of intimidating the mapiltretes to find 
them quarters, which they cannot force 
unti! the barracks are filled, without 
fying in the face of a plain act of pare 
Hiainent. At about one o'clock all the 
troops lupnced under cover of the cannon 
of the dnips of war, and murched into 
the common, with muikets charged, bay- 
onets fived, colours fiyinj, drums beat- 
ing, fifes, playing, making with 
the tram of artillery upwards of 
men. In the afternoon, itis faid, an 
officer from the Colonel went to the mae 
nufudtory-houle, with au order from the 
Governor, and required Mr Kiown, and 
the othcr occupiers, to remove within 
two hours, that the troops mipht take 
petiefuon. Tnftead of a compliance, the 
doors were barred and bolted apaimit 
them. This evening the feleétmen were 
required by the Colonel to quarter the 
two repiments in this town 3 which they 
abfolutely refuied, as his Majeity’s coun- 
cil bad done before; Lnow:ny, that who- 
ever fhould in this matter conduét in 
violation of an aét of parliament, mutt 
be antwerable for the conlequences. 
The Colonel, as it is fuid, waving a de- 
mand for quartering, earneitly intreated, 
that out of compailion to the troops, 
one regiment of which were without 
their camp-equipage, they would allow 
Yaneuil hall and chambers as a fheltec 
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hrealt, exactly defcribing a heart: A 
moft charitable attempt, to deprive him 
of that part, which a retrofped upon his 
adminif{tration mufl have rendered ex- 
quifitely painful.” 

Extrad of a letter from Bo/ton, OG. 6. 
Ttake the earlieft opportunity of acquaint- 
ing you with the troops from Hiifax be- 
ing arrived here in three fhips of war, 
four floops, and two armed {chooners. 
The reception we met with has been 
fomewhat more tolerable than we expeét- 
At firft, indeed, thev abfolutely re- 
fuled admitting the troops to quarter in 
town, fo long as Fort-William (fituated 
on an ifland four miles from Botton) re- 
inained emptv : but while the Gcvernor, 
Col. Dalrymple, and the fele&men, were 
Cebating this matter, an exprefs arrived 
from General Gage, with pofitive orders 
to land the troops (confifting of the 14th, 
agth, part of the sgth, end a company 
of artillery) at the town, and injoining 
the magiftrates to make proper provifion 
for them. Accordingly, after remaining 
three days in the harbour, our repiment, 
With the detachment of the and 
the artillery, were difimbarked on the 
itt O&ober, and ordered to take up fuch 
Quarters as we could meet with in town; 
the 29th was landed, at the fame time, 
anc incamped on the common. We remain- 
ed eight hours under arms, after landing, 
before the commanding officer could pre- 
vail on them to make aay provifion at all 
for us. At laft it was agreed, that we 
{ould take up our quarters for that night 
1) Faneuil-hall, alarge town-houfe. But 
when we came there, we found the door 
locked, and all admiffion denied. There 
we continued till late at night; when, 
after much altercation, the key was at 
length produced, and we pot under co- 
ver. Next day, our quarters were en- 
larged with the addition of the town-hall, 
where we are to remain till barracks can 
be prepared, which are now going on 
with all expedition. We begin now to 
ind the people a little better reconciled 
to us. The poor unthinking multitude 
have been wretchedly mifled by a few 
faétious popular men, who, difguifing 
their own felf-interetted defipns, under 
the {pecious pretext of liberty, have 
worked them up to fuch a pitch, that the 

men of fenfe and good principles were a- 
fraid of declaring their fentiments: but 
the influence of thofe people who ftyle 
themlelves she Sons of Liberty, is vitibly 
decreafing every day j while the meu of 
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found judgement and loyal principles are 
proportionably gaining ground. Two 
regiments from Ireland are expeSed 
here; and all the troops in America have 
orders to hold themlelves in readinefs for 
imbarkation, or teking the field, on a 
day’s notice: fo that government feems 


rit which bas prevailed fo much of jaie 
in this part of the world, But [I hope 
matters will foon be happily aceom nodated 
and the people brought to a jutt lenfe 
of their duty, loyalty, and true intere(ts.” 

** Bofton, Od. 9. Yetterday we bal 
the mortification to hear trom one of our 
carpenters, that a barrackmatlter was cons 
tra@ting with him for the ereéting of a 
large building as a guard houfe on the 
town’s land, at the only entry-wav into 
this city by land, encouraged thereto by 
G B *s declaration, that the 
{aid pround, and allo the common, was 
the King’s. Thofe lands have been ta- 
ken pofléflion of by the troops, without 
any application to the proper owners. 
The ttorehoufe on the fouth battery is 
repairing by the barrackmafler, and the 
flores belonging to the town have been 
turned out on the wharf.” 

Pofton, Off. 10. We have not feen 
fo much ready cafh flying about for a long 
time as at prefent, owing to the army 
and fleet now here.

judicious bufhbandman makes more or lefs 
frequent, in proportion to the poverty of 
tol. the high welds this 
couvtey, and im Yorkihire, where the 
hol is poor and thin, oats and barley are 
Principally cultivated. The ufual hul- 
bandry is one crop and a fallow ; and in 
fome places where there is a preater po- 
verty of foil, they take one crop, and 
then let the land rett for fome years, 
to recover itielf. This laft is fomething 
like the Lufbandry of the wild Arabs. 


Being preatly ditiatisfied with the above 
manner of cultivation, T employed inv- 
felf, fome years ogo, forming another, 
which might be more conrifent with the 
laws of vegetation, as well as ceconomi 
cal bufbandry. The fvitem that have 
adopted is as follows, ws. 

Inttead of having the lon's bid out 
in broad ndgesr, order thems to be made 
only nine wide, When the 
time comes, I fow every other lod 
broacdcalt, and harrow in the pram ia 
the ufual manner. The intermediate 
fpaces, which I call the fallow lands, are 
pluwed two or three imes at proper fea- 
fons, by a light plough, drawn by one 
horfe, in order to make a clean failow 
for the fucceeding crop. Uson ti.cte 
Jande the feed is fownas betuie. The 
"Wor. XXX. 
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is treated accordingly. Tua this alternate 
way I manage my weak arable lands; 
and T have the fatisfa¢tion to find, that 
very little manure is required, which ts 
a mott agreeable as fuch 
lands cre generally remete from a large 
town. JT dare venture to fay, that the 
faine tield managed in this alternate way 
for two years, will be found to produce 


one third part more corn than) when 
cultivated in the ufaal manner, bv a 
crop end a fallow, and at the fame tune 


be attended with much expence to 
the owner.

Near twenty buth- 
e's of wheat may be vot ennually, from 
one acre of pord land, cultivated in this 
alternate way, aud with little expence 
of manure. 

I acknowledge that many of thefe ad- 
vantages are in common with the drill- 
hofbandry, but T flatter my felf that there 
are others which that ingeuious fyitem 
does net enjoy. 

I know it will be obje@ed, Theat in 
this manner the fallows will be lott to 
the fheep during the fummer montis. 
IT anfwer, So muci the better. If 
bie, the failows fhould not be permitted 
to beara fingle leaf. The farmer ought 
to tind other ways to fupport his fheep; 
aud if he is an intelligent man, he will 
readily doit. It is an odd kind of huf- 
bardry, when the fields bear corn one 
year for the owner, and the next weeds 
for his theep. 

When firtt I pracifed the alternate 
culture, I was apprehenfive that the pi- 
geons and crows would prove my greste!t 
enemies, by fettling upon the fallow 
lands, and pulling down the ears ot 
corn. I have now the pleafure to aflure 
the public, that after fome years expe- 
rience, I find my lands no more liable to 
thole deprecations than the neighbouring 
ones. 

Tie lands cultivated in this way, be- 
ing clear ot weeds, require confequent'¥ 
but lithe manure. They are always i 
excel'ent tilth; and as their furface 1s 
frequently changed, they have every op- 
portunity of drinking up the nutritious 
matter of the atmolphere.

I could with we had a fixed market at 
Foinourgh tor wheat; and that when- 
ever the price was much cheaper in Eng- 
Jind than here, fome public encourage- 
ment thould be given for importing wheat 
to Leith, in order that the price of bread 
(io neretiary an article for families of all 
coneiiions) may be reduced as near as 
potndle to what it fells for in other places. 

Ii it be found impratticable to

Memorial of the Navy-Surzeons to the Ad- 
miraity. 


Wwe the Surpeons in his Majetty’s navy 

bey leave to lay before your Lordfhips 
this repreientation of the diladvantapes 
perions of our profeilion labour under, 
who mean to feek an eftabliihment in, 
and dedicate themifelves to the naval 
vice, 

But in order that the defign of this me- 
mortal may appear in its fall extent, we 
beg leave to mention a mesons of encou- 
rogement, whereby we apprehend the 
acknowledged tearcity of mates in the 
navy, the infecurity of the fick dnd 
wounded, and many other inconvenien- 
cies arifing therefrom, may be fuccet.fully 
remedied, 

May we be permitted then in that 
view to oblerve in regard to the fearcity 
of mates, that very few of the fhips of 
force have their complement ; and tome 
remain wholly unfupplied; the coule- 
quence of which to an unhealthy or 
wounded ihip’s company, efpecially if 
the furgeon himtelf is al!, mutt be, that 
numbers of thole men which the povern- 
ment is at a great expence to procure, 
are lott for want of proper care, and the 
fervice in other reipects greatly impeded. 

But this defect is not the only mecon- 
venience relative to the mates of 
geons ; for much the part of 
thofe who do come ito the navy are 
very ill quilitied for the truit that mutt 
frequently Le repoed in them as mates ; 
but efpecially, when they commence fur- 
peons, which muit of neceflity be fre- 
quent, we need not point out, that 
hereby the lives or many feamen are 
expoled to greater danger from fuch inca- 
pacity, than even the ut:mott erfort of the 
enemy. 

The preceding reflections, which are 
no lefs true than affecting, will, we 
doubt not, plead our excute for laying 
this addrefs before your Lordthips, i 
the hope that it may be productive of tuch 
an ettablifhment as fhall induce able per- 
fons to offer theintelves for thefe employ- 
nents. For, as we are beft acquainted 
with the objections that furgeons of abili- 
ty make to coming into the navy, or 
continuing in it, we venture to explain 
from what fource fuch difinclination a- 
rifes; and cannot help affuring ourle!ves, 
that if what we offer fhould be homoured 
with approbation, it will not t.il to en- 
couraye fuch perions as are properly =a 
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lified to come into the fervice. 


What- 
intereft may be implied 
tenor of this memorial, we pre- 
fume that a deliberate and unprejudiced 
attention will find it really calculated for 
promoting the good of his Majeity’s fer- 
Ve, and will allo be conducive to the 
your Lordthips muft receive, 
ne tothe care of menof pro- 
per capacity fo valuable a fet of people as 
cortitute the Brith navy, elpecially 
when Uiet care will allio reduce that great 
lols which the povernmnent mutt fuftain 
from the wont of proper nedical judge- 
ment and advice.

Bet in all hot climates, and in the 
heat of fummer in temperate ones, a 
greater quantity of denk is required ;

o'clock, atd one at four or fix in the af- 
ternoen. 

In thofe countries Where wine js allow- 
ed the flip’s company inttead of {pirits, I 
would advile the fame quantity of the 
juice and tugar to be mixt therewith as 
is dire@ed for the grog; and to be fo fur 
diluted with water, as that it may be 
ferved out in the fame propertion, and 
in the fame moenner. And though good 
found finall beer is anexcellent antifcor- 
butic liquor; vet, as nt is not found tur- 
ficient of itlelf to prevent the difeale, it 
fhould alfo be datly impregnated with the 
fave quantity of the juice and faoer. 
Bat as every man on beard hath as much 
finall beer as he chules to drink, guan- 
tity of this liquor fhould be taken un 
daily, equal to the allowance of GeO, 
in order to be mixed with the juice and 
fugar, and ferved out regularly in tue 
fain’ manne?. 

By thefe means, there will be fuch a 
quantity of vegetable antifcorbutic juices 
thrown gradually into the body every day, 
by way of diet, as. in al! human proba- 
bility, will entirely counteraua@t the bad 
effects arifing from the putrefeent and 
noxious qualities of the remainder of the 
fea-food; and thus binder the body from 
running into that of corruption 
Which i the genuine and true jource 
of the fcurvy.

Upon referring to that account, 
I tind his words are as follows: * Being 
much vexed at the idle tales told about, 
fo much to the prejudice of burnet, T de- 
termined to put it to as far a trial as 
I potlibly could. Accordingly ordered in 
upon burnet four cows which were in 
good feed on natural grafs, and had be- 
fides a larpe truls of oat -ttraw every 
pivht ; notwithitanding they pave very 
little inilk, nay, were almottdryv. Thefle 
cows, I declare, bad not been on the bur- 
net above fix davs before thev pave much 
more than double the quantity of milk, 
nay, was I to fav three times the quantity, 
I know T fhoud not exceed the truth.”
